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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to because, except for elements 12-14, none of the 
elements are labeled. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the top of 
page three seems to be a continuation of a paragraph that no longer exists on the 
second page. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: in the first line, 
"Method" should be "A method". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the nnanner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
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Claim 1 refers to a checkbit of a multi-bit message alternating within a predefined 
period. Bits do not change with time. Does applicant mean that the checkbit in 
successive messages alternates? Lines 19-25 of page 5 support this interpretation. 



6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject nnatter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject nnatter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kramer et al. (6466539) in view of Weber et al. (5673389). 

Kramer et al. present the structural elements of claim 1 . Their system checks for 
errors. They do not say that a message is assumed to be faulty if a checkbit is static. 
In their abstract, Weber et al. describe a system in which static checkbits are indicative 
of malfunctions. Therefore it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made for Kramer et al.'s system to recognize the 
faults taught by Weber et al. 



8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: Nobutoki et al. (5596588) - see claim 1 .
